Applicant amendment filed on 8/18/06 has not been entered. 

The remarks/arguments of the applicants regarding claims 1, 12 & 18 have been considered but they are based on a new set of amended 
claims. To respond to this arguments/amendments a new search will be required in order to determine the patentability of the application 
based on the existence or not of prior art. 

The examiner wants to notice that the arguments of the applicant listed as: 

1 ) the cathode of the first zener diode is connected to a coil; 

2) the input of a driver is operatively connected to the anode of the first zener diode; and 

3) a reference voltage is generated across the first zener diode by de-energization of the coil. 

Regarding point 1) examiner's primary reference Honge'746 was complemented with the references of Sellers'789 (teaches several 
configurations of zener diodes in series to suppress arcing<Fig. 3B>) and E. D. Long'188 (teaches the usage of zener diodes in series as 
a voltage divider to control a driver switch<Fig. 5 elements 92, 94 and Q1). 

Moreover, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
